Washington, April 7.—There is no longa 
any dowbt ag to the purposes of this govV- 
ernment with respect to the situation in 
Cuba. War, In the opinion of the adminis- 
tration, is inevitable except in the unlooked 
for event of a surrender on the part of 
Spain. : 

The president’s message, which he had 
intenced to send to congress yesterday, has 
not been changed in any particular and 
embodies the unanimous views of the cabi- 
net without the slightest variance or ex- 
ception. 

Any movement to avert war now 
must come from Madrid and must con- 


cede American demands, including an 


end to Spain’s domination in Cuba, 

Three features stand out plainly in the 
deeviopments of today. At noon the six 
great powers of Europe, through their rep- 
resentatives here, called at the white house 
and presented to President McKinley a 
joint note expressing urgent hope for a 
peaceful adjustment between the United 
States and Spain, to which the President 
replied with unmistakable plainness as to 
the duty and the. unselfish endeavors of this 
government to terminate the insufferable 
conditions in Cuba. 

Another and probably the most signfi- 
cant actual step showing the finality 
reached by the United States government 
was the authoritative statement that Con- 
sul General Lee would leave Havana on 
Saturday. 

This step, it is will be re- 
garded by Spain as akin to an overt 
act preceding war. as it will terminate 
the medium of official intercourse be- 
tween the United States and the is- 
land. 

Third and almost equally important was 
the ominous tone of press advices from 
Madrid, where the war fever seems to 
dominate instead of the concessions, 
opening of prison doors and the other man- 
ifestations of peace and good will which 
holy Thursday was expected to bring forth 
and the more definite announcement of ac- 
tion that would bring peace to Cuba. 

The heavy guard about Minister Wood- 
ford’s house, the imperative character of 
his late note, the war utterance of Minis- 
ter Correo and the turbulence at the Span- 
capital, left little hope that pacific 
councils would prevail. 

No negotiations are proceeding at 
Mairid on the part of this govern- 
ment. but the powers of Europe, it is 
understood, are doing their utmost to 
persuade the Spanish government to 
yield and avert war. 

On the highest authority it can be statefl 
that no instructions have been given as 
yet to Minister Woodford contemplating 
his withdrawal, the only step in that dl- 
rection ‘being the determination that Gen- 
eral Lee leave Havana om Saturday. 

The note of the European powers pre 
sented to the president today has not, in 
the opinion of members of the administra- 
tion, changed the situation in the slightest 
degree. What pressums was brought to 
bear to secure even this mildly expressed 
hope that further negotiations would re- 
sult in the maintenance of peace is not 
known, but jt is confidently believed it is 
the result of persistent appeals on the part 
of Spain for some expression tn favor of 
peace between the two countries.

Hopes for Peace. 

Referring to the possibility of a conflict 
with the United States, General Correa is 
represented as expressing a hope:that it 
may still be averted, ‘‘because it is known 
that President McKinley’s message to the 
American congress will refer neither to in- 
dependence nor to intervention.”’ 

General Correa added: 

‘‘In thus changing his attitude President 
McKinley. responded doubtless to Spain's 
determined conduct, and had we not bowed 
our heads at the time we suffered our first 
humiliation we should not find ourselves 
where we are today. 

“T am not of those who blindly

Holmes became more positive 
in his demand, and when Blitch told him 
that he would not settle, Holmes deliber- 
ately shot him through the heart with a 
rifle he had brought up with him. Blitch 
was still sitting upon the steps when 
shot. 

Holmes made his escape and was never 
arrested until last November. 

This will be the first execution in the 
history of the county.

Sheriff of Twiggs County Was Stopped 
by Governor Atkinson Before 
Taking Fambles Off to Die. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 7.—After more than three 
years’ incarceration in the Bibb county 
jail, where she has been confined for safe 
keeping, Mrs. Elizabeth Nobles, whose 
death sentence was commuted to life im- 
prisonment for the murder of her husband, 
was taken th's morning by Captain Maddox 
to his convict camp, in Elbert county, 
where she wil] remain until the state has 
established its penitentiary farm for wo- 
men and children, and she will then be car- 
ried there to spend the remainder of her 
days. There were several ladies at the 
jail and at the depot this morning to bid 
Mrs. Nobles goodby. These ladies have 
been very kind to Mrs. Nobles while she 
has been in jail. They have given her 
clothing and food and in many other ways 
have contributed to her wants and made 
her stay in jail as comfortable as possible. 
They have also mipistered to her spiritual 
welfare. Mrs. Nobles parted with these 
good friends with much regret and wept 
considerably. Mrs. Nobles expressed herself 
as very grateful for the kindness that has 
been shown her by Sheriff Westcott, Jail- 
er Stephan and other public officials. Mrs. 
Nobles was a prisoner of Twiggs county, 
but owing to the insecurity of the Jefferson- 
ville jail, she was brought to Macon for 
safe keeping. Public opinion was very 
much against her at one’ time, and at the 
time of the crime it was apprehended that 
an attempt might be made to lynch her, 80 
it was deemed best to bring her to Macon. 


Sheriff Came for Fambles. 


Tomorrow was the time appointed for 
Gus Fambles to die on the gallows at Jef- 
fersonville, Twiggs county, for his murder 
of the husband of Mrs. Nobles, and Sheriff 
Jones, of Twiggs county, came to Macon 
this morning to take Fambles to Jefferson- 
ville, but Governor Atkinson telephoned 
him at the Macon jail this morning to re- 
turn to Jeffersonville without Fambles, for 
he would not be hanged tomorrow. as his 
death sentence wouid be commuted to life 
inmrisonment in the penitentiary. Sheriff 
Jones accordingly returned to Twiggs coun- 
tv this afternoon without Fambles. When 
Fambles was informed that he would not 
be hanged he became very happy and ex- 
pressed himself as very grateful to the 
governor.”

The audiences never knew that 
Miss Mather was ill, and so well did the 
understudy fill the place of the leading 


lady the people did not know that it was 
not Miss Mather on the stage. 

After leaving Atlanta Miss Mather’s 
health declined, but she continued to play. 
Her last appearance on the night of her 
collapse was a credit to any actress. She 
did her part well through the entire four 
acts of the play, and no one could tell the 
intense strain she was undergoing until she 
fell unconscious upon the stage. 

Margaret Mather, as she was known on 
the stage, was Margaret Finlayson, and 
she was born im 1862. Her father, John 
Finlayson, is still living in Detroit. Mar- 
garet passed her childhood among squalid 
surroundings. net in any way tending to 
divert her attention toward the stage. 
After she left home. a half-grown girl, she 
engaged as dishwasher in the Russell 
house. Having a chance some time later 
to join a barn-storming troupe, she availed 
herself of it, with the result that in 1880, 
while in New York, she attracted the. at- 
tention of Manager James Hill, who per- 
suaded her to take a course in a training 
school. After two years of study on the 
part of Juliet, she made her debut in that 
character at McVicker’s theater, Chicago, 


in 1882. 

Miss Mather had been twice married. 
Her first husband was Emil Haberkorn, 
an orchestra leader. She was divorced 
from him and shortly after she married 
Gustav Pabst, the Milwaukee brewer. This 
venture, too, Was a failure and resulted in 
another divorce.

Pocahontas Hutchinson, assistant 
principal of State street school, was granted 
a leave of absence for one month on ac- 
count of illness. Her place will be filled 
by Miss Nellie Riordan. The board was 
asked to rule on the case of a pupil of the 
Boys’ High scheol, who had been suspend- 
ed for three weeks. He asked that this 
enforced absence not be counted against 
him in his average. The board agreed to 
this and this rule will be followed in the 
future. 


To Prepare for Examinations. 


Mr. Luther Rosser introduced a resolution 
ordering that the superintendent be author- 
ized to instruct the principals of the schools 
not to prepare for the final examinations a 
last day exercises until they hear from the 
board on the subject.

A Faltering Policy. 

There is one fact especially that press- 
es itself upon the attention of those who 
have taken an interest in developments 
of the past few days. Mr. McKinley 
must have known at least a week ago 
what the character and tenor of his mes- 
sage would be. He knew, and yet he 
sent no word of warning to Fitzhugh 
Lee to be prepared for any emergency 
that might arise. The president gave 
no sign whatever that his message 
would endanger American interests in 
Cuba, or that it would be necessary to 
remove American citizens before the 
document was to be made public. 

More than that—and we beg to call 
particular attention to this remarkable 
fact—as late as Wednesday afternoon, 
Fitzhugh Lee assured the correspondent 
of the Associated Press that he had re- 
ceived no instructions to leave Cuba. 


Iie made this statement after it had { 


been decided in Washington to postpone 
the message in order to give him time 
to bring the Americans away with him! 
Another fact, equally remarkable, is the 
statement that from Fitzhugh Lee came 
the suggestion that if the message meant 
trouble it should be delayed till the 
Americans in Havana could be furnished 
transportation. This completes the ev- 
idence that the American consul gen- 
eral at Havana had received no intima- 
tion that it would be necessary for him 
to take measures of safety in behalf of 
Americans in Cuba, 

The Lees do not engage in double deal- 
ing, they do not equivocate. Therefore, 
when Fitzhugh Lee informs the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press late 
on Wednesday that he had received no 
instructions to leave Havana, it may be 
taken for granted that his suggestion, 
telegraphed without knowledge or in- 
timation of the nature of the message, 
was seized upon at the last moment and 
used to secure delay. 

It is already hinted that the most ur- 
gent reason for intervention—if. that 
step becomes necessary—is to be ignored. 


That reason is the independence of 


Cuba. 

It is not hard tto believe now that any 
intervention on the part of this govern- 
ment will be aimed disectly at the Cu- 
bans, and will have for its first object 
a plan to force them to accept Spanish 
autonamy. 
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Funeral Reform. 

The spirit of reform seems likely to 
invade the present method of conduct- 
ing funeral ceremonies. Several days 
ago the ‘Ministerial Union of Topeka, 
Kan., adopted the following resolution, 
designed to corgect existing evils: 

‘Resolved 1. That we use our best en- 
deavors to create a public eentiment in 
favor of greater simplicity and seclusion in 
the burial of the dead, and to prevent an 
event of the greatest solemnity from de- 
generating into an occasion for pomp and 
show. 

‘Resolved 2. That as a means to this 
end we discourage all public funerals, 
especially on the Sabbath, and warn our 
people against those cruel exactions of 
society which mock prudence and outface 
honesty in the prevailing mode of burial. 

‘Resolved 3. That while according a 
scrupulous honor to the feelings of those 
who have surrendered their beloved, we 
nevertheless deprecate any obsequies for 
the dead which are not in consonance with 
the laws of health for the living; and, 

“Resolved 4. That we earnestly solicit 
consideration for the officiating ciergyman 
and the funeral director, sd6 that instead of 
arbitrarily apprising the former of a time 
for his attendance and a length of services 
fixed to suit the convenience of the latter, 
his convenience also be consulted.’’ 

There can be no doubt of the fact that 
the custom which prevails at present in 
this country with respect to funeral cer- 
emonies admits of very great improve- 
ment. Not only is the custom harrow- 
ing to those whose sad misfortune it be- 
comes to put away the ashes of some 
loved one, but the question of expense 
must also be considered. In order to 
meet the demands which custom makes 
humble families are often put to great 
expense. But again, there is always 
more or less exposure and discomfiture 
incident to public funerals, and the re- 
sult is that physical disorders are con- 
tracted by surviving parties which not 
unfrequently result in death. So, every- 
thing considered, the reform movement 
which seeks to modify the present cus- 
tom is not without some warrant, 


| What Spain Owes. 

We should not ailow ourselves to be 
misled in-regard to Spain’s indebtedness 
by the statements which have repeatedly 
appeared in print. Information can be 
obtainéd too readily upon this subject 
for us to necessarily remain in ignor- 
ance with respect to it; and since we 
are likely to become involved in war 
with Spain at any moment, we should 
take the pains to properly inform our- 
selves in regard to her conditon. 

Sudh precaution need imply no fear 
of consequences on our part. We have 
undertaken without compi&omise to stap 
the bloody carnival ef death in Cuba, 
and we have naughttofearfrom Spain, 
whatever her réserve power may be; 
but still, in common foresight, it be- 
hooves us to know our  adversary’s 
strength and to address ourselves there- 
to. In time of war economic principles 
count for even more than in time of 
peace. 

As to the magnitude of Spain’s debt, 
there can be no two opinions. In round 
numbers it aggregates $1,250,000,000, or 

73 per capita. Our own national debt 
aggregates only $1,000,000,000 in round 
numbers, or barely $16 per capita. But 
while Spain is encumbered with bur- 
densome financial obligations we should 
not close our eyes to the fact that she 
is still in much better condition than 
same of the other powers of Europe. 
For instance, France at the present time 
owes $4,446,798,398, or $116 per capita; 
and on the score of financial embarrass- 
ment, France is much worse off than 
Spain. Even Great Britain herself is 
loaded with debt, the burden which she 
carries aggregating $3,350,000,000, or $87 
per capita. Italy’s debt is $2,324,826.000, 
or $76 per capita; the Netherlands’ $430,- 


589,000, or $95 per capita; Austria-Hun-. 


gary’s $2,866,000,000, or $70 per capita, 
and Greece’s $107,306,000, or $49 per cap- 
ita. Germany is the only Eurocrean 
power which is substantially out of Aart, 
She owes $77,577,000, or $1.57 per capita 
Russia owes $3,941,000,000, or $30 per 
capita, and Turkey $821,000,000, or $37 
per capita. 

So from 


these figures it appears that 
_while Spain is heavily burdened with 
debt, she is almost equally as well off ; 


on this score as the average European 


country. Within the past few years 
Spain has suffered much from the drain 
which thé Cuban war has made upon her 
resources, but she is still in’ possession 
of more wealth than we have been in- 
clined to suppose. 

We should not close our eyes to the 
facts. If we are destined within the 
next few days to meet in deadly strife 
With Spain upon the high seas, we 
should first acquaint ourselves in ad- 
vance with the exact truth in regard to 
her condition. We may be confused or 
misled by errors, but the truth cannot 
hurt us. On the contrary, it may en- 
able us to so make use of our strength 
as to bring Spain to her senses in less 
time then otherwise.

Great Britain’s Attitude Explained. 

In a speech delivered in the house of 
commons on last Tuesday Mr. Arthur J. 
Balfour, who is at present in charge of 
Great Britain’s foreign affaifs, discussed 
at some length the situation in the far 
east and endeavored to explain why the 
government had resolved to join hands 
with Germany and Russia in demanding 
important territorial concessiens from 
China. 

Mr. Balfour declared that the govern- 
ment had exhausted its diplomatic re- 
sources in trying to persuade Germany 
ang Russia not to make demands upon 
Ohfina for privileges which were clearly 
not in the interest of universal trade 
rights, but that failing in this effort 
there was no recourse left but for the 
government to put in its demands for 
corresponding privileges. On account 
of the strategic and commercial walue of 
Wei-Hai-Wei, just across the f from 
Port Arthur, ‘Mr. Balfour stated that the 
government demanded the concession of 
this port from China in order to balance 
the territorial footholds conceded to Ger- 
many and Russia. 

Mr. Balfour did not undertake in his 
speech to reconcile ‘this selfish course of 
procedure with the bold declaration 
enunciated by the government several 
months ago to the effect that Great Brit- 
ain would not suffer any power to ac- 
quire righits in China not extended to 
other powers also, and that furthermore, 
8 would interpose the strength of her 
good right arm to prevent China’s spo- 
liation. 

But Mr. Balfour reached the climax 
of his argument when he touched upon 
the future which awaited China. He 
stated that while Great Britain desired 
to preserve the integrity of China, there 
could be no doubt of the facts that the 
future looked dark for the empire, and 
that grave surprises might happen. Since 
Great Britain is the only champion 
which has up to ‘this time espoused Chi- 
na’s cause, it is evident that the spoli- 
ation of the great Mongolian empire is 
likely to occur at almost any moment. 
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The Cost of War. 

While the cost of war should not for- 
bid us to resort to that expedient in or- 
der to maintain the cause of justice and 
humanity, still the matter calls for some 
attention just at this time. 

Since our first struggle with Great 
Britain in 1776, we have expended in 
warfare the round sum of _ $10,- 
000,000,000, The revolutionary war 
cost us $135,193,703 and 30,000 
lives; the war of 1812, $107,159,000 and 
2,000 lives; the Mexican war $74,000,000 
and 2,000 lives; the Indian wars and 
other minor wars $1,000,000,000, and 49,- 
000 lives, and the war between the siates 
$8,500,000,000 and 544,000 lives.. In this 
last struggle is included the loss en- 
tailed upon both sides. 

Seven of the principal 
Great Britain has waged in modern 
times have cost as follows: The revo- 
lution of 1688, $180,000,000; the Spanish 
succession, $310,000,000; the seven years 
war, $560,000,000; the Spanish war, $270,- 
000,000; the American revolution, $710,- 
000,000; the Napoleonic wars, $8,015,000,- 
000, and the Crimean war $350,000,080. 

War at-the present time is calculated 
to be more destructive than ever, but 
still the demands of justice and human- 
ity must be met.

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Georgia’s Fruit Crop. 

The assurance which now exists that 
all danger from frost has passed, gives 
promise that the fruit crop of Georgia 
will be a full one. 

The general anxiety which prevailed in 
regard to the April frost is but an ev- 
idence of the importance which our fruit 
interests have attained. A few years 
ago that anxiety only concerned local 
consumption, but now that the fruit 
crop has become one of the important 
commercial factors of the state, its prog- 
ress is watched with the same concern 
which attaches to cotton and to corn. 
This diversification of imterest isa 
healthy sign, marking, it is to be hoped, 
other departures which can be built into 
the same importance. 

The farmers of the state are to be con- 
gratulate@? on the good fortune which 
this first indication holds out for them. 
There is one last word of warning, how- 
ever, which The Constitution would 
urge, and that is—plant corn! Whether 
war comes or not, enough disturbance 
has already been given the food market 
to make prices high next fall, and that 
farmer who depends upon the west for 
corn or meat will play a losing game. 
Plant corn, raise hogs, and let cotton be 
your last care. 
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More Trouble. 


In the midst of rumors and intima- 
tions of war, it is interesting to note 
that the work of establishing the gold 
standard in India goes gayly, if not 
briskly, on. 

The British secretary of state for In- 
dia stated in the house of commons last 
week that, except funder some interna- 
tional arrangement, the reopening of the 
India mints to silver was an impossibil- 
ity—the impossibility being the repeal 
of the Indian government to coin silver 
at the old ratio. In other words, having 


robbed the natives of the: value of their 


savings in silver and created a famine, 
in the midst of plenty, by a monetary 
stringency, the Indian government is 
not now disposed to make restitution. 


‘The Spaniards have committed no wrose 


crime against humanity than the British 
government in India is responsible for. 

The announcement made in the house 
of commons means that an attempt pill 
now be made to impose the gold stand- 
ard on India. The conditions there are 
such that to stand still is to invite a na- 
tive revolt. The masses in India know 
that they have been despoiled, and this 
knowledge is very dangerous to the 
peace of the country. 

Therefore some further step must be 
taken, and that means an attempt to 
establish the gold standard by accumu- 
lating a gold reserve in India. The 
outcome will be very interesting for this 
country. Where is the gold to come 
ftom? The London market is already 


suffering from the strain of gold imports 
to this country. The gold is not likely 
to be taken from the Bank of Pngland. 
There is but one national treasury open 
to the world—that of the United States— 
and if the gold standard be established 
in India, the people of this country will 
have to bear the brunt of the burden. 
This will give Mr. Mé@Kinley more 
trouble in 1900. 
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Is Great Britain Outwitted? 

If reports which have lately ceme 
from the east are true, Great 
Britain has not only receded 
from the bold stand which she took 
some time ago with reference to the in- 
tegrity of China, but she has actually 
decided to participate in the game of 
spoliation which has recently been start- 
ed by France, Germany and Russia. 

Within the last few days Great Brit- 
ain is alleged to have demanded of the 
Ohinese government concessions similar 
to those already granted to the other 
powers. Wei-Hai-Wei is the posses- 
sion upon which it is affirmed that she 
has fixed her covetous desire. At pres- 
ent this possession is under the jealous 
supervision of Japan, the latter having 
seized it in order to guarantee the pay- 
ment of the war indemnity which she 


has actually demanded Wei-Hai-Wei she 
must first had some conference with 
Japan. 

Is it possible that Great Britain has 
been outwitted by the other Buropean 
powers, and that in order to protect her 
interests she is forced to join them in 
despoiling China?

EDITORIAL. COMMENT. 


Ex-Senator John J. Ingalls is credited 
with having recently declined a nomina- 
tion for the national house of representa- 
tives on the ground that the lower branch 
of congress would afford no distinction to 
a man who had once served in the senate. 
The announcement of this alleged deci- 
sion on the part of the ex-senator leads 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat to make 
this pertinent observation: Several men 
have won new laurels in the house after 
leaving the senate. Clay served in the 
senate before he did in the_ house and he 
could have continued in the senate, but 
he accepted a seat in the popular chamber 
in preference. Moreover, he became a far 
more potent figure in the house than he 
had been in the other body. He returned 
to the senate afterwards, but during his 
service in the house, especially at the time 
of the war of 1812 and during the Missouri 
admission contest, he was the most pow- 
erful personage in the country, John Quin- 
cy Adams was not only an ex-senator, en 
ex-diplomat of distinction and a famous ex- 
secretary of state when he went to the 
house of representatives in 1831, but he was 
also an ex-president, yet he won more 
glory in the house than he did in all his 
other stations. In the House Mr. Ingalls 
might carve out for hjmself a brililant rew 
career. 


With the approach of Easter there natur- 
ally exists in the minds of most people 
some desire to know something of the ori- 
gin of the sacred day’s observance. The 
Ladies’ Home Journal meets this desire ad- 
mirably. Says this popular household 
magazine: ‘““The observance of Baster dates 
back to abéut the year 68, at which time 
there ‘was much contention among the 
eastern and western churches to what day 
the festival should be observed. It was 
finally ordained at the council of Nice in 
the year 325 that it must be observed 
throughout the Christian world on the same 
day. This decision gettled that Easter 
should be kept upon The Sunday first after 
the fourteenth day of the first Jewish 
month, but no general conclusion was ar- 
rived at -s to the cyclt by which the festi- 
val was to be regulated, and some churches 
adopted one rule and some another. This 
diversity of usage was put an end to and 
the Roman rule making Easter the first 
Sunday after the fourteenth day of the cal- 
endar moon was established in’ England 
in 669. After nine centuries a discrepancy 
in the keeping of Daster was caused by the 
authorities of the English church declining 
to adopt the reformation of the Gregorian 
calendar in 1582. The difference was settitd 
in 1752 by the adoption of the rule which 
makes Easter day always the first Sun- 
day after the full moon, which appears on 
or next after the 2ist day of March. «If the 
full moon happens upon’a Sunday, Easter is 
the Sunday afttr.

FIRST DECADE 
OF REGULATION 


A Semi-Oficial Review of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's Work. 


COURTS BLAMED FOR FAILURES 


They Are criticised for Not Stretching 
the Law’s Meaning. | 


CONGRESS GETS A KEEN THRUST, 100 


Commission Statistician Suggests 
That Country Is Drifting Toward 
Governmental Ownership. 

Mf ce of the interstate commerce 

commission, reviews in The Atlantic 
Monthly for April the firs: ten years’ work 
of that body. 

This is the first expression heard from 
the commission in two or three months 
other than its official orders. But it ap- 
pears from Mr. Adams’s article that the 
board  stfil entertains strong feelings 
against the federal courts and the supreme 
court of the United States in particular. 
He cheerfully admits that prior to 1886 the 
lower courts, state and federal, in their 
anxiety ‘“‘to assist the legislators of the 
several states in their endeavor to solve the 
railway problem, had stretched a point and 
supported the states in their claims that 
state governments had the right to regu- 
late through traffic as well as local traffic, 
so long as congress refrained from definite 
action.” 

Now the commission 
cause ‘the. courts do not continue 
“stretch a point’ in leading cases and 
support its claims. For instance, Mr. 
Adams gays: “One is scarcely at liberty 
to say, without the consent of the supreme 
court, what, the intention of congress was 
in creating the interstate commerce com- 
mission.’’ This is intended as a cut at the 
supreme court which has taken away from 
the commission certain powers which it 
assumed and some of them had been as- 
sumed on no better ground than that con- 
gress intended the commission to do cer- 
tain things because it was not forbidden 
to do them. 

As has been repeatedly shown, congress 
did not intend to give the commission 
power to fix rates for common carriers. 
This is clear from the debates in congress 
when the act was pending and the com- 
mission announced in one of its earliest 
decisions that it had not the power and 
that if it had the power could not be ex- 
ercised because the task would be super- 
human. A few years later the commission 
claime@ that it had this power, and the 
board proceeded to exercise it until the 
supreme court said that it was going far 
beyond its authority. The supreme court 
could not stretch such a big point as that. 
The facts were against the commission’s 
contention. : 

Here is another thrust at the courts: 
“The most significant chapter in the his- 
tory of the commission pertains to its 
persistent endeavor to work out some 
modus vivendi without disturbing the dig- 
nity of the judiciary.” 

That is smartly said, but the judiciary 
can probably stand it if the commission 


can. There is no question about the per- 
sistency of the board’s alpor to do some-

thing which the act did hot contemplate 
-an@ at the same time escape being called 
down by the courts. The fact that the 
members of the commission have always 
been lawyers perhaps accounts for this 
legal chess play in which more practical 
railroad experts or other business men 
would not be tempted to engage. Up to 
date there has been so little to encourage 
the cOmmission in its efforts to go outside 
the law that the wonder is, it does not sur- 
render gracefully and proceed with the 
other important work confessedly within 
its power. 

To illustrate, it is a matter of general 
report ten months in the year, that the 
trunk lines between Chicago and New York 
are unjustly discriminating between indi- 
viduals, or in other words that they are 
cutting rates. Not only would the public 
be benefited if this illegal d@iscrimination 
could be gtopped, but the carriers them- 
selves would be glad of it. Mr. Adams 
says it would have been a mistake for the 
commission “‘to take upon itself the char- 

er of a detective agency.” The law pos- 
itively forbids any special rate or rebate 
to one shipper which jis not given to all, 
and it commands the commission to inves- 
tigate complaints made to it, or if no com- 
plaints are made, and it believes unjust 
discrimination is’ being practiced, the com- 
mission may institute any inquiry on its 
own motion. Perhaps it is true that cut 
rates are not confined to the north, but it 
ig unquestionably true that there is less 
of it in the south than anywhere else in 
this country. 

Wherein it would be a mis‘*ake for the 
commissioners to enforce the law in regard 
-to unjust discriminations between individ- 
uals in the north while they ape persistently 
4rying to break up what it declares to be 
unjust discriminations between cities in the 
south, is not clear. The highest courts 
have held that the discriminations com- 
plained of by the commission against the 
southern carriers are not illegal, and it 
should always be remembered that there 
are thousands, even millions of instances 
of discrimination which are neither unjust 
nor unlawful. 

Mr. Adams regrets that it wms not 
possible for the courts to accept the com- 
mission’s interpretation of the “spirit” of 
the interstate commerce oct. In this con- 
nection, he remarks: “‘Had the courts been 
willing to grant the law the interpretation 
that congress assumed for it when it was 
passed, the railway problem would by this 
time have approached more nearly its final 
solution.”’ 

The courts had to take the law as they 
found it in the books. If the law had 
given the commission power to fix rates 
and the carriers were to claim that con- 
gress did not intend the act should have 
that interpretation, would the commission 
stand on the letter of the law, or what was 
claimed to have been the interpretation 
given it Dy congress? 

The commission's statistician recognizes 
the fact that there is such a thing as too 
much competition. He does not indorse 
laws which stimulate an “already over- 
active struggle for commercial suprem- 
ancy.” He says, and correctly, too, that 
not only do such laws aggravate the evil 
of which complaint is made, but in the 
long run they lend their influence to con- 
solidation. This is undeniably a fact, and 
the law which prohibited pooling is in a 
large part responsible for the consolidation 
of railroads. Strong roads were forced to 
absorb small lines to get rid of their 
ruinous competition. But in every case of 
consolidation, the pwblic has been better 
served and consolidations bring gereater 
stability of rates, which is more desirable 
than lower and fluctuating rates. The 
statistician makes a strong point in favor 
of pooling, although he does not expressly 
call attention to it. Mr. Adams supposes a 
case where one cattle dealer in Chicago is 
selected by a pool of railways to control 
the shipment of meats from Chicago to the 
seaboard. This favored shipper, it is as- 
sumed, receives a rate 10 per cent less 
than the rates charged other dealers, and 


of course in time the favored shipper con- 


trols the business. The point made by Mr. 
Adams is that the small shipper’s remedy 
at common law would be slow and prob- 
ably inadequate. Fair-minded people will 
agree with Mr. Adams that there should 
be a swift and certafm redress for the 
shippers who are discriminated against 
thus unjustly. There”. should also be 
redress for the nine/railroads against the 
pool of cattle d wno may select one 
railroad to whi¢h to give their business out 
of Chicago. d we mot see here in the 
south the wholesale grocers combining 
solidly to force \a railroad to give them 
lower rates than“were given to retail 
grocers? And it cost that railroad thon- 
sands of dollars to fight the battle of the 
retail dealers. 

In summarizing the first decade of the 
commission's work, Mr. Adams points w 
the fact that the board has laid dows 
certain general principles. many of whicS 
have come to be generally observed in 
practice. It has aided in simplifying the 
classifications and in securing greater uni- 
formity in railroad bookkeeping. ,He 
strongly recommends a special bureau of 
statistics and accounts. The trowble about 
this suggestion seems to be that it would 
require an army of clerKs to give the 
bureau any . efficiency. “Because the 
courts” (again the courts) “have thought 
it necessary to deny certain authorities 
claimed by the commission, and because 
congress has not shown much solicitude 
respecting the efficiency of the act which 
it passed in 1887, and Ras not shown itself 
jealous for the dignity of the administra- 
tive body which it created.’’ 

Mr. Adams takes rather a cynical view of 
the situation, saying in conclusion: 

“For the public the case stands where 
it stood ten years ago. Now, as then, it 
is necessary to decide on the basis of 
theory, and in the light of political, social 
and industriaé consideration, rather than on 
the basis of a Satisfactory test, whether 
the railways shall be controlled by the 
government without being owned or con- 
trolled ‘through governmental ownership. 
The danger is that the country will drift 
into an answer to this question without 
an appreciation of its tremendous signifi- 
cance.’’ F. W 


KANSAS CITY STILL RUNNING. 


The Government Will Take the Ship 
if War Is Declared. 

The Kansas City is still on the Savannah 
line of steamships, but if war is declared 
she may be taken any day for use as an 
auxiliary cruiser. 

This ship is the finest in the Central of 
Georgia’s fleet of vessels. She is a compar- 
atively new ship and is the fastest coaster 
running between the south Atlantic and 
the northern ports. This vessel cost the 
Central about $300,00 when she was built. 
All plates used in the construction of the 
hull are of steel. 

The dimensions of the ship are: Length 
over all, 346 feet; breadth of beam, 45 feet; 
depth of hold to top of spar deck, 27 feet 
6 inches, All plates used in the construc- 
tion of the hull are steel. All angles, beams, 
forgings, etc., are of iron: 

The Kansas City holds the record between 
New York and Savannah. She has cut the 
time down to about forty hours and it is - 
no trouble for her to run away from any 
of the ships on the fower part of the 
coast. She has large freight room and her 
passenger accommodations are superb. She 
could be used as a transport ship or as a 
coast guard vessel. The selection of the 
Kansas City by the government is equlva- 
lent to a purchase. If she is armored, she 
will probably carry two 65-inch quick fire 
rifles, twelve six-pounders and six Colt 
automatic guns. . 

Nine other vessels were bought at the 
time the Kansas City was picked out. The 
price paid for each is not known, but for 


- the whole lot the government paid $6,000,000.

Councilmen Hammond, Burns, Lumpkin 
and Thomson were the leaders against the 
appropriation. They claimed to be in favor 
of the bridge, but for various reasons 
fought the committee’s report. The general 
belief among the supporters of the appro- 
priation was that the main reason behind 
the fight is because the finance committee 
had agreed not to spend the city hall dund 
at once, according to the desires of numer- 
ous councilmen, who called for the expen- 
diture of more than twice the total amount 
of this sum. 

Just what effect this action will have on 
the bridge Is The supporters 
say the bridge will be built—beyond doubt, 
but they acknowledge the move has been 
given a setback. 
Owing to a recent ruling the supreme 
court the contract for the entire construc- 
tion cannot signed until the total 
amount of the city’s share has been appor- 
tioned. At first the year councll 
appropriated $20,060 for this purpose. Thirty- 
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five thousand is the city’s share. If the ad- 
ditional $15,000 had been apportioned yester- 
day the contracts could have been let and 
the bridge rushed toa hasty completion by 
October, Unless this amount is apportioned 
only part of the work can be done until the 
remaining $15,000 is forthcoming. It is be- 
lieved that if the finance committee should 
consent to spend the city hall fund among 
munécipal departments the opposition will 
consent to the additional sum for the 
bridge, but until this action agreed on 
there is likely to be a fight similar to the 
one yesterday afternoon. The matter has 
resolved-itself therefore into a fight be- 
tween the anti-preserve-fund faction of the 
councilmen and the finance and bridge com- 
mittees. 
Fight Begins from the Start. 

Every member was present when Mayor 
Pro Tem, -Dimmock called council to order 
at 3 o'clock. Outside the railing were a 
number. of first ward citizens expecting to 
the finishing touches put on the vVia- 
duct movement. After City Clerk Greene 
had read the call for the meeting, Council- 
man Peters offered the report of the finance 
committee recommending that $15,000 be 
taken from the city hall fund for the bridge. 
The report read ‘‘appropriation.”” Council- 
man Thomson objected to this term on 
the grounds that no appropriation had ever 
been made for the bridge department and 
offered an amendment that the apportion- 
ment be substituted for appropriation. This 
was carried without debate. 

Mr. Lumpkin was the first to fire at the 
finance committee. He said: ~° 

“T thought the finance committee had de- 
cided to keep the city hall fund intact. 
Why does :t try to divide the sum now and 
give $15,000 for the bridge?” 

Mr. Eturns thought the finance commit- 
tee’s report should not be considered untfl 
the bridge committee had been heard from 
recommending that the contract be award- 
ed. Ile did not want to vote for an addi- 
tional appropriation, he said, until he knew 
what the bridge cOmmittee had done. He 
moved to lay the report of the finance com- 
mittee on the table until the report of the 
bridge committee could be heard from, 
Then came the first*’test of strength with 
the aldermanic board voting, and the re- 
sult was as follows:

Nays—Woodward, Rice, Mitchell, Turner, 
Mayson, LaHatte, Dorsey, Stephens, Pe- 
ters—9. 

The vote being a tie Chairman Dimmock 
voted nay and the motion to table was lost. 
The report of the finance committee was 
still before the house. 

Debate Begins in Earnest. 

Alderman Turner: secured the floor in 
favor of the adoption of the report. He 
stated how the bridge committee had care- 
fully conducted the negotiations, and that 
the appropriation of $15,000 would be neces- 
sary to complete the structure this year. 
He said everything was now weil under 
way, and that there would be no further 
trouble about the erection after the addi- 
tional sum had been appropriated. He also 
stated the. numerous bidders for the con- 
struction had accompanied their bids with 
eertified checks, which should be returned 
as soon as possible. This was one reason 
why the special session was called. 

“There is a systematic way of doing all 
things,’’ said Counc.lman Burns, ‘‘and We 
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, Should go about this by the right method. 


We should not make any further appro- 
priation now until all arrangements have 
been completed. It will not hurt the bridge 
to wa't until next meeting. As for those 
checks, the bidders knew they would not 
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be returned until the contract had been 
awarded. I do not believe any more money 
should be appropriated until negotiations 
are more advanced.” 

“I am opposed to this additional appro- 
priation,”” said Councilman Thomeon, with 
some feeling. “I do not think there is a 
sulucient understanding with the railroads. 
Besides, the Central road is attempting to 
secure more out of this movement than 
it called for when the bridge was first ag!i- 
tated. It owns strips of land on each side 
of the railroad, which, on account of its 
position, the road has been unable to use in 
the past. The first plan of the bridge 
called for only five spans. Now it is seven, 
and includes this property of the Central 
road, which means for them nearly a hun- 
dred feet gain on each side. I do not be- 
lieve in giving away public rights at the 
city s expense in any such manner. Corpo- 
rations have got enough out of this city 
already. . 

“What assurance have we from the rall- 
roads they will abide by this agreement? 
We only have the word of Messrs. Comer 
and Spencer, and then that was based on 
the grounds that council agree to the pro- 
ject April ist. That has expired. Not even 
the railroad boards have acted. Judge An- 
derson the finance committee the 
other dav to wait until the railway boards 
acted before any such appropriation was 
recommended.

The commissioners believed that the rep- 
resentatives of these persons who wished 
the property would be present at the sale 
and make bids for it, running the price 
so high that it would geo out of the reach 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy and 
would be lost to them, to the commis- 
sionerg and others who wished to turn it 
into a soldiers’ home. 

Mr. Willingham Was Asked To Bid. 

Mr. VWillingham came to the courthouse 
to attend the sale of other property. He 
was approached and asked ‘to make the 
bid for the commissioners und to run the 
price of the home to $25,000 with the

FEAST OF THE PASSOVER. 


Is Being Celebrated This Week by the 
Jewish People All Over the 
World. 


the passover, commemora- 
exodus of the children of Israel 
from FPeypt, is now in progress throughout 
the Jewish world and will continue until 
next Wednesdiy evening. 

This celebru sometimes ca 
feast of unleavened bread and is one the 
three great Jewish feasts instituted bv 
Moses, the lawgiver. It is always observed 
at this period of the first full moon of the 
spring and is preceded by the paschal feast, 
which consists of a young lamb roasted 
whole, together with bitter herbs. On the 
days of the passover the siricter sect of 
Jews refrain from eating other than un- 
leavened bread and devote a large part of 
their time to prayer and devotional read- 
ing, The name “passover’’ more strictly 
applied to the day of*the “‘paschal” feast 
than to' the days which follow it 

This feast is one of the most interesting 
observed by the Jewish church, and is 
probably the oldest celebration of the kind 
known to the re ligious world. —

NEW MILITARY JOB 
| MADE FOR GEORGIA 


Adjutant General Brown Gets an 
Assistant. 


THE BOARD SO RECOMMENDS 


Governor Atkinson May Appoint Mr. 
W. G. Obear. 


A MILITARY MAN IS — NEEDED 


Captain Brown’s Duties Are Too Heavy 
Since the Iliness of Brigadier 
General Kell. 


APTAIN OSCAR BROWN, acting ad- 

jutant general of the state of Georgia, 

is to have an assistant to help him in 
his duties of looking after the state troops 
and keeping the military affairs of the state 
in shape. 
Mr. William G. Obear will in all proba- 
bility get the position, for nearly all the 
members of the state military advisory 
board have signed a petition asking for his 
appointment. The advisory board at its 
session here this week decided upon the 
creation of an office to be known as a clerkK- 
ship to the assistant adjutagt general. The 
board fixed the salary at $1,000 and recom- 
mended Atkinson to make the 
appointment at once. 

Governor Atkinson is adverse to making 
the office, as it would prejudicial 
to Mr. Hatchett, a very cred.table and 
faithful clerk, who now the place, 
but who draws his salary watchman. 
Mr. Hatchett while a competent clerk, 
unacquainted with military technique and 
detail, and this fact makes it necessary 
to make a change, so say the advisory 
board members.

again requested a change it is very likely 
that the governor will consent to appoint 
the clerk which has been asked for by the 
board. The governor said yesterday that 
he would certainly do what is best for the 
military of the state. 

“I will say this,”’ said he; “I will not 
make the change unless the advisory board 
contends for it. If it urges that a map 
familiar with military tactics and work be 
appointed, I will have to consider the mat- 
ter. I regret to make a change. but I 
understand that a man is needed who can 
look after the military work and let Cap-

the militia.’ 

The advisory board is unanimous in its 
demand for a change and the members will 
' persist in the effort to secure the appoint- 
ment a military man. They have no 
objection to Mr. Hatchett, who, they say, 
is a good man, but not fitted for the pe- 
cullar required of the assistant to 
the adjutant general. Since Adjutant Gen- 
eral Kell’s serious illness has confined 
him to his room, Captain Brown has been 
acting as adjutant general, and his duties 
in this capacity, together with his regular 
duties, have kept him busy all the time 
and he has had little or’no opportunity to 
do inspection work. Then at this partic- 
ular juncture, when the war prospects are 
said to be good, Captain Brown is crowd- 
ed with work, and an assistant is almost 
an absolute necessity. 

Governor Atkinson has 
committee of the advisory board and the 
members have gone home. The governor is 
still considering the recommendations of 
the board, but has not decided to act upon 
any one of the recommendations. He says 
that Georgia should wait until events de- 
termine the proper course for this state to 
pursue in the matter of preparing for war. 
He does not see the necessity for unseemly 
haste, but thinks it wise to wait and find 
what we will have to do and whether or 
not there will arise any necessity for put- 
ting the state troops on a war footing. One 
thing’is certain, the governor will not re- 
call the sub-board of the advisory board 
for the purpose of having it co-operate 
with him in the purchase of supplies and 
equipments unless he should think it neces- 
sary that Georgia prepare, and at this 
time he does not believe it necessary.
